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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's Remarks/ Arguments filed December 20, 
2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3 - 9, 1 1 - 17, and 19 - 40 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art specifically Ong (US 6,922,786 Bl), Halme et al (Patent No.: US 
6,280,540 B2; hereinafter Halme), Allen (Pub. No.: US 2001/0032271 Al), and Lavigne et al 
(Patent No.: US 6,674,734 Bl; hereinafter Lavigne) failed to render obviousness in combination 
or individually, and failed to anticipate individually the independent claims 1 and 7: 

Ong teaches the filter node filter a packet in a call transmitted from the source network 
based on the filtering characteristic, the filter accepting the packet if the packet satisfies the 
filtering characteristic and rejecting the packet otherwise. However, Ong failed to teaches the 
limitation of claim 1" receiving at a filter node a call packet from a first node included in a 
plurality of nodes , wherein the call packet includes a call identifier identifying a call associated 
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with the call packet; determining at the filter node a filter status of the call; transmitting based 
on the determination, the one or more notification messages from the filter node to the first 
node from which the call packet was received and the second node , wherein the notification 
messages identify the call identifier and the filter status of the call" [Emphasize added]. Moreover, 
Halme teaches in a network element cluster having a plurality of nodes distribution decisions are 
determined; however, Halme failed to teach specifically the above limitation; in addition, the network 
element cluster is not the same as the network nodes are capable of receiving the call. Allen teaches 
establishing divers paths across a network; however, Allen failed to teach specifically the above 
limitation since Allen failed to teaches "transmitting based on the determination, the one or 
more notification messages from the filter node to the first node from which the call packet 
was received and the second node. " Furthermore, Ong, Halme, Allen, and Lavigne in 
combination or individually fails to disclose the limitation of claims 1 and 7 "registering the first node 
and a second node with the filter node in response to receiving an open message, the open message 
identifying a node operable to receive messages from the filter node, the registering the first node and the 
second node enabling the filter node to communicate one or more filter statuses to the registered first and 
second nodes; determining at the filter node based on stored dynamic node information to which of the 
plurality of the nodes to transmit one or more notification messages." See Applicant's remarks pages 17- 
19 filed on 12/20/2010 . As a result, Ong, Halme, Allen, and Lavigne failed to render obviousness 
in combination or individually, and failed to anticipate individually the independent claims 1 and 
7. Independent claims 9, 17, and 27 have the same limitation as claim 1; therefore claims 9, 17, 
and 27 are allowed for the same reasons as claim 1; and independent claims 15, 24, and 28 
have the same limitation as claim 7; therefore, claims 15, 24, and 28 are allowed for the same 
reasons as claim 7. 
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For the above reasons, independent claims 1, 7, 15, 17, 24, 27, and 28, are allowed. Claims 3-6, 
8, 11-14, 16, , 19-23, 25-26, 29-40 are depended of independent claims 1, 7, 15, 17, 24, 27, and 28; 
therefore, claims 3-6, 8, 11-14, 16, , 19-23, 25-26, 29-40 are allowed for their dependency from 
independent claims 1, 7, 15, 17, 24, 27, and 28.
